A crucial 
year ahead 


Not in any single year since the inception 
of the Victorian Soccer Federation in 
1962 has State League soccer found 
itself in such a precarious position. 


Victorian soccer, in fact, is at the 
crossroads. 


Many State League clubs are in finan- 
cial difficulties, the playing standard has 
seldom been tower, and in the past couple 
of season attendances have slumped to 
an alarming extent. 


It is ironical that many of the State 
League clubs should enter the 1970's 
with such a feeling of gloom. 


Soccer a threat 


Soccer in Victoria at the beginning of the 
1960's looked set for a bright future. In the 
first couple of years after the “take-over” from 
the old administration, the code experienced a 
boom in attendances, playing standards and pub- 
licity. 

In that era soccer was fast becoming a real 
threat to Aussie Rules, and those people at Har- 
tison House, Flinders Street and Collins Street 
were alive to the challenge. 


Today, the picture has changed dramatically, 
for although on a national team level soccer has 
made tremendous progress, in Victoria the game 
has dropped in standard to a level unthinkable a 
few short years ago. 


The failures of the past have been stated and 
restated, But the logical analysis remains the same 
—— poor administration and club-oriented thinking 
on State level. 


The task of restoring State League soccer to 
its former greatness will be difficult.

The corner kick was 
adoPted by the Football 
Association In England in 
1872 and in the early days 
the kicks were usually 
taken by wing halves. 

It was not until the late 
1890's that wingers began 
taking corners. 

In 1924 the law was al- 
tered so that a goal could 
be scored direct from a 
corner kick, following a 
proposal by the Scottish 
FPA. 

Confusion reigned in the 
first season, as some 
thought it was permissible 
for a player to dribble the 
ball in from the flag. 

The FA decided against 
this and the wording of the 
law was altered to make 
the position glear. 

There 1s thought to have 
been only one English Lea- 
gue game played without 
a corner — a First Division 
match in 1931 between 
Newcastle United and 
Portsmouth.

The ‘Sixties has seen the 
birth of a national referees’ 
organisation, properly 
affiated to the Australian 
Soccer Federation, and a 
constant stream of recom- 
mendations and advice is 
now flowing to the various 
state divisions to ensure 
uniformity of interpreta- 
tion, and a steady up- 


grading of standards is 
achieved. 


The challenge of the

Nothing comes easy, but 
T.am sure that the next 10 
years will prove even more 
exciting than the last.
